On 
every street corner, la every alley, 
stand groups of citizens easily discuss- 
ing the attempted bank robbery of 
Wednesday, with its attendant tragic 
results. At the city jail an awning has 
been Improvised, under which lie the 
four dead bandits In coffins provided by 
the county, with a guard to see thty 
are not disturbed. Slnoe morr ' 
procession of sightseers, which 
to be never ending, has viewed the dead 
outlaws. 

The stairway leading to the room 
where Einmett Dalton lies is at 
times surrounded by a crowd of n 
and women, who do their utmost to 
persuade the guarcj to let them pass up 
the stairway to the wounded num. All 
sorts of reasons are advanced by these 
people for their requests, but, with 
few exceptions, they are not complied 
with. 

Through the courtesy of Sheriff Cal- 
lahan, a reporter was allowed to enter 
the room.

.!» Francisco, Oct 7.— After drag 
j through the courts for over thir 
teen years, during which time the do 
fendant has died, and the husband o 
the plaintiff has been killed by a 
deputy V. S marshal, and the plaintif 
has become so hopelessly insane that 
it was found necessary to confine her ii 
an asylum, the notorious Sharon cast 
Is finally settled. Thursday, when th* 
supreme court of the state was sitting 
Judge Bank handed down a declsior 
dismissing the appeal that had been 
taken from the judgment rendered by 
the late Judge McShafter, on August 4.

His passing away was calm and peace- 
ful. Sir. Andrew Clark, who attended 
the poet in his last hours, said. In an 
interview with a representative of the 
International Telegram Co., just after 
leaving the death chamber, that Lord 
Tennyson^ end was beautiful 

"In all my experience," said the emi- 
nent physician, "'1 never witnessed any 
thing more glorlou* There were no 
artificial lights in the chamber. All 
was darkness, except for the silver light 
of the full moon, which fell upon the 
bed and played across the features of 
the dying poet like the halo In one of 
Rembrandt's picture*"

tions 3,022 and 8.024. Revised Statutes, 
you have the power to keep the peace, 
protect supervisors, preserve order, pre 
vent frauds and enforce the law in towns 
of 20.000 inhabitant* and upwards 

You should make yourself familiar 
With the statutes referred to and see that 
they are understood by your deputies, 
who should be discreel n-.en, impressed 
with the importance of an honest fran 

The manner of discharging these duties 
by yourself and your deputies is largely 
left t(

States for your district for needed infor 
mation and advice. It is assumed that 
the duties can be performed without in- 
fringing upon the rights of any citizen, in 
a manuer that lhall be tirni aud at the 
same time free from any unnecessary dis 
play of authority 

It is not expected that supervisors and 
deputy marshals will receive compensa- 
tion for more than tive days service, and 
tdey should be so Informed. Within this 
time all can be done, it is thought, that 
ought to be. You need vigilant men who 
are conscientious workers, arid no others. 

Some instructions about the method of 
payment of these deputies follow, and the 
Attorney General then says that upon 
payment being completed, the accounts 
should be approved by the court and for- 
warded to bis department for action un- 
der the executive order mentioned. 

Mr. Cleveland's letter was dated Octo 
her ."iih The instructions issued in ac- 
cordance with that letter, and presuma 
bly by reason of the intermediate in- 
structions from the Attorney-Goneral to 
Marshal Wilson, appear to have been 
•lated the 6th. The process of providing 
for Democratic guardianship over the 
polls In Tennessee seems to have been 
conducted with the utmost celerity. Mr. 
Wilson issued general instructions to 
deputies on the norning of election day, 

visors of election in the verification of 
the lists of personi voting at different 
places; to keep the peace and protect the 
supervisors; to preserve order; to prevent 
fraudulent voting, or fraudulent or illegal 
conduct on the part of any officer of elec 
tlon. Legitimate argument and persua 
aioa are proper to induce voters to vote 
for one or another class of candidates.

ence or in the presence of the supervl 
ho. In that event, will have to re 
port and Identify the party to you. If 
any resist or attempt to intimidate you in 
the discharge of your duties, or attempt to 
intimidate the supervisors In the dlschargo 
of their duties, your are authorized to ar- 
ist thenc." 

Instructions as to what should be done 
with the Umted persons follow, and Mr. 
Wilson closes his communication thus:
